Citizens Are Uiyal 
Mr. Parke gave a short talk on 
“The Home and the Farm.'* stating 
that since they were the foundation 
of the nation, a study of those sub­ 
jects in school should not be left 
to the pupils who were not fitted 
for other subjects but should be 
taken up by all pupils able to cope 
with the subjects. 
Mr. Martin said in his talk that 
no school in Pennsylvania had been 
closed because of the depression 
and that the citizens of the com­ 
munity were loyal to their schools.

Chicagoan 
Murdered 
While 
Driving Limousine; “ Body­ 
guard’’ Gives Details. 


Chicago, Feb. 5 <AP).—T hom as E. 
Ma toy, veteran head of th e strife- 
to rn Chicago M otion 
P icture 
O p­ 
e rato rs’ union, was killed M onday by 
two assassins. 
T he m arksm en m aneuvered th e ir 
car through heavy traffic 
on 
th e 
South Shore’s outer drive off the 
site of the W orlds fair and blasted 
a hail of lead into the labor czar’s 
limousine. 
T he slugs from a revolver an d a 
shotgun brought in stan t death. O ne 
w ell-directed pistol bullet left a g ap ­ 
ing wound over the left ear. 
Tile 
dapper Maloy .slumped dow n over 
the wheel of his expensive m achine. 
Dr. Em m et Q uinn, a d en tist whose 
co n stan t com panionship h ad caused 
him to be dubbed 
M aloy’s body­ 
guard. 
escaped 
th e 
executioners’ 
fire, but was cut by a show er of fly­ 
ing glass. 
T he Maloy c a r skidded 
to a stop as Q uinn grabbed the 
brakes. 
Q uinn leaped out in tim e to see 
th e gunm en speed

boulevard In a coupe. 
Q uinn gave 
police a graphic account of th e ep i­ 
sode th a t ended M aloy’s d ic ta to r­ 
ship over th e tu rb u len t union— a 
stew ardship

bombings, strikes and terrorism . 
Faced Tax C harge 
T he gunm en cut sh o rt efforts by 
federal prosecutors to bring M aloy 
to tria l as an incom e-tax dodger. 
He w as Indicted by a federal g ran d 
Jury on Jan u ary 25 an d la st week 
released on $25,000 
bond 
pending 
th e Axing of a trial date. 
H e w as 
accused of evading levies ag ain st 
$350,000 he earned but neglected to 
report from 1929 to 1933. 
“At 12:50 p. rn ." said Q uinn, “ I 
drove over to M aloy’s hom e. 
I had 
his black sedan. 
We m et th ere and 
th e n drove to a stable w here he had 
som e saddle horses. 
“T hen we headed dow ntow n for 
th e union offices. 
We w ere n o rth ­ 
bound and the shooting h appened 
ju st where the road swings a little 
to th e right to pass under th e 23d 
stree t viaduct. 
“I had noticed two m en w ith th e ir 
coat collars turned up riding In a 
black car. 
They drove p retty close 
to us. They wore black hats. 
“ I noticed Maloy look over to th e 
m en. but he didn’t pay any fu rth e r 
atten tio n to them , so I figured It 
was all right.

“T hen they crow ded up ag ain st 
us and started firing.

on T om m y’s side w as dow n a little.

on M aloy’s life and less th a n a year 
ago he was reported to have been
